Pass School Trustees Form New 

Association; Sam Bannan 

Appointed Chairman; To Deal 

With Subjects Common To All Boards 
• • • 

Teachers’ Salary Question Debated At Length; 
Lack of Association Has Resulted In Bellevue’s 
Salary Schedule At Sharp Variance With Other 
Two Boards. 


Delegations from Bellevue and 
Blairmore school boards met 
the Coleman trustees on Fri¬ 
day evening for the purpose of 
discussing school problems com¬ 
mon to all, the vexing teachers' 
salary schedules in particular 
and also organize a Crows Nest 
Pass School Trustees’ Associa¬ 
tion if all present favored such 
an organization. 

Blairmore’s delegates were in 
favor of a uniform salary sched¬ 
ule throughout the Pass schools. 
Last year when Coleman grant¬ 
ed a new salary schedule, fol¬ 
lowing arbritration, Blairmore 
granted a schedule to its staff 
which followed-largely along the 
lines of Coleman’s. Examination 
of the Bellevue schedule, which 
was submitted, revealed that 
this Board was at wide variance 
with the Coleman-Blairmore 
schedule. 

Bellevue also revealed that it 
had been approached by the 
teachers for a straight $118 
raise across the Board. It stat¬ 
ed that the principal was paid 
a salary of $3940. Coleman pays 
its principal $3,500 while in 
Blairmore the principal receives 
$3,000. 

Coleman stated that during 
its negotiations with the Cole¬ 
man Teachers’ Salary schedule 
committee it had been advised 
by the committee that the A.T.A. 
secretary Ansley would be 
brought to Coleman to take part 
in future negotiations. 

It was agreed that neither 
Blairmore or Bellevue Boards 
would act on the salary question 
with their respective staffs until 


a decision was reached at Cole¬ 
man. Chairman George Evans 
stated that the Coleman Board 
had been asked for a straight 
$600 across the board which had 
been refused. 

During discussion on the re¬ 
lative difference between Belle¬ 
vue’s salary schedule and the 
other two Boards the former ad¬ 
mitted that it may have been 
too hasty in coming to terms 
with its staff. However with the 
organization of a C.N.P. School 
Trustees Association all Pass 
boards would be in a position to 
know what action each planned 
on taking in regard to salaries. 

All present were unanimous 
that an Association would be 
beneficial and as a result the 
following officers were elected: 
Chairman, Sam Bannan, Blair¬ 
more; vice-chairman, James 
Christie, Bellevue-Hillcrest; sec¬ 
retary, Miss Gladys Lees. Each 
Board will contribute $10 to 
create a fund for incidental ex¬ 
penses. It was also agreed that 
Frank be invited to join the 
Association. 

The next Association meeting 
will be held in Blairmore fol¬ 
lowing Coleman’s negotiations 
with Mr. Ansley.

At a general meeting of the 
Civic Centre Committee on 
Tuesday at which Rev. Father 
Leo Sullivan presided, the 
committee took its first real 
step towards attaining its 
goal, that of a Civic Centre in 
Coleman, when it was agreed 
to purchase the Palace Thea¬ 
tre vacant lot on main street. 

Wm. J. White, secretary of 
the Miners’ Union, reported 
that the miners had voted not 
to sell their main street lots 
until the Civic Centre had 
shown that it had a workable 
plan and that th( re was a rea 
sonable certainty that the 
plan would be followed 

through to a successful con¬ 
clusion. Mr. White also re¬ 
vealed the executive could 
have sold the lots twenty 
times over but that the miners 
were interested in the cultural 
welfare of the town and were 
willing to mark time in order 
that cultural activities could 
be promoted. 

It was suggested that all 
wage earners be served with 
a pamphlet outlining the im¬ 
mediate objectives of the civic 
centre committee, the amount 
of money which would be re¬ 
quired and whether they 
would be willing to hike their 
present monthly contribution 
of 25c, which is solely for 
sports’ maintenance, to $1.25 
per month, the dollar to be 
used in civic centre construc¬ 
tion and the 25c to be used as 
it has been in the past, on 
sports. A pledge will be at¬ 
tached to the pamphlet. 

A joint meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee and the Sports’ Assoc¬ 
iation is to be held on Mon¬ 
day evening to discuss how 
best each can co-operate with 
the other.

Such conditions as now exist were 
be expected after price controls and other anti-inflation measures, enforc 
during the war, were removed. It was inevitable that these controls shoe 
be removed, but it is regrettable that the resulting adjustment is proving 
difficult one for many Canadians. Recently the Family Welfare Division 
the Canadian Welfare Council made a survey throughout the Dominion 
the effects of rising living costs on the average Canadian family, and t 
results of this survey show that there is indeed cause for anxiety over soi 
aspects of this problem. Although incomes have increased and there 
little unemployment, it was evident from the report that many families a 
experiencing great difficulty in meeting present price levels. 


OTTAWA.—The commons took a 
peek into Canada’s industrial future 
and decided it was a good idea to 
make provision for any depression 
that may lie ahead.

■ OTTAWA.—A heavy movement of 
immigrants by air to Canada this 
year is certain, Trade Minister Howe 
told the Canadian Press. The move¬ 
ment would be at least as great as 
last year. 

Mr. Howe said in a statement that 
during the last 12 months TCA has 
carried 11,637 westbound passengers 
across the Atlantic. 

The cabinet has before it sugges¬ 
tions for machinery to facilitate the 
air movement. The question it must 
decide is whether the Trans-Canada 
Air Lines will remain simply the car¬ 
rier of the air-borne settlers and 
leave to the immigration offices 
overseas the sole responsibility for 
smoothing the way for the immi¬ 
grants. 

"We are anxious that at least 50 
per cent, of the immigrants come 
from the United Kingdom,” Mr. 
Howe said. There was no shortage 
of applications from would-be immi¬ 
grants. 

Recent returns show that the TCA 
now has 16 first class Canadian-built 
planes available for the Trans-At¬ 
lantic run and one source has esti-1 
mated such a fleet could bring over 
more than 20,000 immigrants in ad¬ 
dition to looking after the regular

Canada has been more fortunate than many other coun¬ 
tries in this respect, but the situation here is nevertheless serious, and it 
is to be hoped that an early adjustment may be found to the present high 
price levels in this country.

In the 12 years from 1935 to 1947, 
prairie farmers constructed 27,916 
dugouts. Assistance in the cost of 
these dugouts was given by the Do¬ 
minion Government and averaged 
$105 each. 

Of the total, 18,338 dugouts were 
completed in Saskatchewan, 8,206 in 
Manitoba, and 1,372 in Alberta. Con¬ 
struction of dugouts reached its peak 
in the year 1946-47, when 4,945 were 
built. This was a little better than 
one hundred times as many as the 
49 that were built in the 12 months 
of 1935-36, the first period of opera¬ 
tions under the Prairie Farm Reha¬ 
bilitation Act. 

A typical dugout to hold a year’s 
supply of water generally measures 
160 feet in length, about 60 feet wide 
at the top and from 10-12 feet in 
depth.

The “new ray of hope” in the 
dental profession’s fight to lessen 
tooth decay is fluorine, it was stated 
by the Canadian Dental Association 
in a message to the Health League j 
of Canada issued in connection with I 
the recent “national Health Week" | 
observance. 

The statement says that if water 
supplies can be mechanically infil- i 
trated with the required amount of j 
fluorine without harmful results, “we | 
can look forward to a gratifying les-j 
sening in the future in the preva-1 
lence of dental decay.” 

Fluorine is an element that is a 
close relative to chlorine, which lat- 
, ter is used in purification of water! 
j supplies. It was discovered that in 
localities where there is a natural 
[ supply of fluorine in the water sup- 
I ply (one part per million is an ideal 
i percentage) the prevalence of dental 
decay was lessened by 60 per cent. 

Fluorine is present in this percent¬ 
age in relatively only a few places 
throughout the world, but experi¬ 
ments are now being carried out in 
Canada and trfe United States to de¬ 
termine if adding the required quan¬ 
tity by mechanical means vyill ob¬ 
tain the same result as when it is 
naturally present.

the action of fluorine on all parts of

Four Beaver 
killed By Train 
West Of Town 

Big Game Coming Ever 

Closer to Town; Giant Moose 

Seen Giving Town Once 

Over Last Week. 

Three beaver, a large one 
weighing approximately fifty 
pounds, and two year-old. kits 
were killed by a train a week 
ago Sunday when run down 
while crossing the track west of 
town. 

The track runs between a 
slough and the river and it is 
thought the three animals were 
endeavoring to change from one 
body of water to the other. 

The carcasses were discovered 
by Joey Cocciolone who in turn 
notified Forest Ranger Irvin 
Drew and Assistant Forest Ran¬ 
ger Wm. Liddell. The animals 
were brought to the Ranger 
station and contact made with 
the district game warden at 
Pincher Creek. He was unable 
to come to Coleman so the 
animals were skinned and the 
furs sent to the Game Dept. 

Big game are coming clos¬ 
er to town. Last week two Inter¬ 
national employees employed at 
the hoist located on the moun¬ 
tain side overlooking town stood • 
in amazement when from the 
hoistroom door they saw a giant 
moose stand in majestic splen¬ 
dor in the beautiful spring eve¬ 
ning and calmly survey the 
peaceful scene of the commun¬ 
ity spread out before it. 

Last week in mid-day two 
deer were seen frolicking on the 
hillside on the west side of the 
new municipal hospital. They 
ran up and down a slide grade 
at the top of the hill and ap¬ 
peared to be having the time 
of their young lives. 

Interviewing* game guardian, 
Wm. Liddell, The Journal was 
told that he and Forest Ranger 
Drew have two deer that are 
almost tame. He stated he was 
aware of the presence of moose 
in the nearby hills. One of the 
deer seen frolicking near the 
hospital, he revealed, is now no 


more. The carcass of a deer was 
reported to him near the hos¬ 
pital and upon going to the 
scene he found that it had ap¬ 
parently been pulled down by 
some other animal, possibly a 
cougar. All meat had been eaten 
away leaving only the head and 
skeleton. 

There is no open season on 
either Moose or deer at the pre¬ 
sent time and he asked that all 
Pass citizens take it upon them¬ 
selves to protect these beautiful 
animals and aid in increasing 
big game life in the Pass. Any 
hunter known to be guilty of 
illegal shooting should be re¬ 
ported immediately following 
which steps will be taken to 
bring him to time. 

Monday morning Assistant 
Forest Ranger W m. Liddle 
brought the body of a young 
beaver kit to The Journal office. 
The carcass had been washed 
up on the river bank alongside 
the Frank Raymond residence 
in Willow Drive. Examination of 
the animal revealed a severe 
wound in its body. It is believed 
that the kit was with the other 
three beavers that were killed by 
the train and that its wound, 
though fatal, had permitted it 
to crawl into the river where it 
had subsequently died.

SASKATOON, Sask. — Important 
milestone in the giant $15-million ir¬ 
rigation scheme, the St. Mary-Milk 
-River development in southern Al¬ 
berta, was made recently when two 
I crews working on the diversion tun- 
nef met in the middle and completed 
the 2,100-foot project. 

When the last six-foot wall was 
blasted out, and the smoke and dust 
cleared away, there were several 
sighs of relief. One emerged from 
Engineer Wally Foss, P.F.R.A. man 
in charge of the biggest dam project 
yet attempted by Canadians, and the 
other from the contractor who un¬ 
dertook the big job a year and a half 
ago. The two sections of the tunnel 
lined up almost perfectly, with 
scarcely an inch out either way. 

Soon Completed 

The work of lining the tunnel with 
confcrete, started some time ago, will 
be completed this spring, and the 
river water diverted through the 
tunnel. Bed of the river, where the 
big dam is to be located will be 
drained, and the main part of the 
project carried out. 

The diversion tunnel, which will be 
* abqut 20 feet in finished diameter 
after lining, employed an average 
crew of 100 men since October, 1946. 
The irrigation tunnel, now started, 
will be 2,500 feet in length, with 
finished diameter of 17 feet. This 
will carry water from the reservoir 
to the irrigation canal. 

The St. Mary-Milk River project 
when completed will amost double 
the present irrigated area in south¬ 
ern Alberta, and is the largest proj¬ 
ect yet u ndertaken by P.F.R.A.
